In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Millbury qualified to vote in elections and town 
affairs to meet at the Town Hall, in said Millbury, on 
Monday, the 2nd day of February, next, at seven o’clock 
in the forenoon, to elect the following officers, to wit:

Your Selectmen herein present the reports of the various 
Town Officers for the year ending December, 1947. 


We wish to extend our sincere appreciation to all Town 
Officials and Departments for their co-operation and as- 
sistance during the past year and to state that their efforts © 
on behalf of the Town were of great assistance to us in “pe 
performance of our own duties. 


During the past year the erection and dedication of the 
New Fire Headquarters was accomplished, all required 
safety hardware was completely installed in the Town 
Hall building and plans were adopted to improve the Com- 
mon so that it might be made available as a site for the 
proposed New World War II Memorial. 


During the year the Town has acquired several valuable 
pieces of new equipment in the form of two new fire trucks, 
a Town truck and a new grader. The East Millbury section 
of the Town was allotted one of the new fire trucks, and 
will benefit greatly by this added protection.

We deeply regret the fact that Mason H. Shaw was forced 
to retire from his duties as Town Hall janitor because of 
ill health and wish to extend to him our personal apprecia- 
tion of his long years of faithful service.

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


Millbury, Mass,, January 5, 1948. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Highway Surveyor 
for the year 1947. 

In executing the obligations of my position, i have en- 
deavored to maintain an efficient administration and have 
expended to the best of my ability the appropriations allotted 
the Highway Department. 

The Highway Department greatly appreciates the new 
grader which was delivered last spring. By using this 
grader in road construction, road repair and snow removal 
the Highway Department has been able to reduce the cost 
of machinery hire. 

Due to the continuing rise in the price of oil products 
the 1947 appropriation was expended before all the road 
work which was contemplated could be completed and fur- 
ther price increases are expected, by the Tar and Asphalt 
Companies, in the spring of 1948. 

As an increased proportion of the Highway appropria- 
tion was required to repair sidewalks, it is suggested that 
a special appropriation be made annually for their upkeep 
and repair. 

This year, two new catch basins, and 18 inch cement pipe, 
were used to install new drainage at Singletary Nook under 
State specifications. 

All town roads have received attention. 

The Town of Millbury again contracted the job of Chapter 
90, Construction, to continue the building of the new road 
on Riverlin Street. The section of this road which was 
started in 1946 has been completed, and 2600 feet have been 
cleared, filled, and graveled, ready for paving next spring. 

As the cost of materials and labor is continually increas- 
ing, I feel that there should be an increase in the appropria- 
tions for the work to be done by the Highway Department. 

The Highway Department greatly appreciates the assist- 
ance and cooperation of all Town Officials.

To the Honorable Selectmen of the Town of Millbury: 

This is a true story of taking down a large Oak Tree on 
Beach Street, Millbury, Mass. 

The oak tree was 300 years old, 28 ft. and 6 inches 
around the trunk two feet from the ground, 85 feet high, 
110 feet across tip of the branches. No saws or axes were 
used in taking it down except on the ground to butt it 
up. I had a State official look at it, and he said it was the 
largest oak tree in the state. There were 11 cords of wood 
in it. 

We took the tree down by hitching a 34 inch wire cable 
rope, 100 feet long, on the first lower limb to the new 
Town Scarifier Truck and stripped it to the ground. Then 
we hitched on to the second limb and pulled it to the 
ground. We hitched the wire rope to all the other limbs 
the same way and stripped each to the ground. Each limb 
split to the ground all straight grain oak. 

I gave a 6 inch limb, 1 foot long, for a gavel to Mrs. 
McCragen as a souvenir to The First Congregational 
Church. Also a souvenir 1 foot tall and 8 inches thick to 
the Town Fire House No. 2. To Charles Kilmer, 31 Beach 
Street, a large chopping block as a souvenir. A large 
crowd was surprised to see it done without a saw or axe 
used on it except on the ground. It was hard work cutting 
it all up. 

I, Edward F. Roach, Tree Warden of the Town of Mill- 
bury, am a member of the Massachusetts Tree Warden 
and Gypsy Moth Association. I have been local Superin- 
tendent for the last 42 years in the Town of Millbury. 
I am the oldest Tree Warden in point of service in the 
State. Five members are older; one is 85 years old, but 
has served only 39 years.

Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


Your School Committee sumits herewith the annual report for the 
school year ending December 31, 1947. 


The past year saw a further rise in prices for practically all ma- 
terials and services connected with the operation of the schools. Books 
and supplies increased in price approximately 25 per cent; repairs 
are much more expensive; fuel costs a great deal more—all these 
items made it very difficult to operate within a budget which was 
set a year ago. 


The total cost to the town for the operation of the schools for 
the past school year was $135,784.80. This figure was made possible 
by a refund from the State on teachers’ salaries and tuition fees. 
This refund amounted to $12,070.76.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my eleventh annual report and | the fifty- 
eighth in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents. 

During the past year a series of standard tests was given to 
the pupils of various grades in the grammar schools of the town. 
These tests included the Kuhlman-Anderson reading test for the 
pupils of the first and fourth grades, the Otis mental ability test 
for the second grade, the Stanford achievement battery tests for 
the sixth grade, and the Terman group test of mental ability for 
the seventh and eighth grades. The tests were given under the 
guidance program, and are considered the best available tests for 
grammar schools. The results of these tests on file in the office show 
that the children of Millbury averaged well above the national 
norm. 


Pupils of the high school competed with pupils of the other 
schools of Worcester County in two contests during the year. In 
the Worcester Service Clubs’ essay contest Millbury students won 
first and second prizes, and six of the first nine essays were written 
by Millbury pupils. Maxine Reade won first prize, and Nancy Carlson 
the second. The results of this contest represent an outstanding 
achievement when we consider that more than a score of schools 
entered the contest, and hundreds of essays were submitted to the 
judges. In the Worcester Motor Mart soap-modeling contest the 
first and only prize was won by Margaret Wiback. We report these 
facts in order that the citizens may have a better idea of the work 
accomplished in their schools. 


In assuming his position as Superintendent of Schools in New 
York City, Dr. William Jansen said that one of his major objec- 
tives would be the development of closer relations between the 
schools and the community. He asserted that it is only through a 
sound public understanding of what the schools are trying to do, 
to be obtained by working closely with parents and civic organiza- 
tions and community cooperation, that it is possible to obtain a 
proper support for the schools. His purpose will be to establish the 
close contact between school and community which was character- 
istic of the early schools. “We must give the community a clear 
picture of the importance of education. I think that as they come to 
understand what we are doing they will really see its value,” Dr. 
Jansen said. 


It is interesting to note that Dr. Jansen enumerated as vital 
goals in public school education the teaching of children how to 
cooperate and think intelligently, to get along well with their neigh- 
bors regardless of race, creed, or color, to discriminate between fact 
and opinion, to train them for responsibility, initiative, and con- 
fidence, to infuse in them a spirit of responsibility. All these 
things are in addition to the primary requirement of teaching, 
reading, writing, and arithmetic. 


In our school system we feel that we have always had the support 
and understanding of the citizens of the town. Because they have 
appreciated what the schools are trying to do, they have cooperated 
with the School Committee, and the Superintendent, and the teachers. 
They have expressed their approval by a generous support of the 
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schools. When improvements have been suggested they have made 
sacrifices to put them in practice. We think that their confidence 
in our school system has been rewarded by the high type of pupil 
which is the product of our school system. Our objective will be 
to continue to merit this cooperation and approval of the community. 

During the past year repairs and improvements were held to a 
minimum. At the high school, in addition to painting the exterior, 
a fire-proof partition and door were erected in the boiler room, 
new benches and chairs were provided for the typewriting room, 
a signal generator was obtained for the chemistry laboratory, and 
a new saw and motor for the manual training department. At 
the East Millbury and Dorothy Manor Schools new outside doors 
were provided, and the teachers’ and pupils’ desks were sanded and 
finished. At West Millbury a fence was erected.

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REPORT OF MR. STEPHEN BEATON, 
HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


The attendance in the high school at the beginning of this school 
year was 320. This is a decrease of thirty from last year’s opening 
day enrollment. However, this is a decrease of only thirteen under 
the nineteen forty-four and five opening day figures. Much of this 
decrease can be explained by a larger percentage of our pupils 
seeking vocational training at Worcester Boys’ Trade High School 
and at Worcester North High. It is also true that the number 
of pupils coming to us from the junior high school and from the 
Assumption School has been smaller for the past four years than 
it was prior to the war years. In fact, attendance figures in the 
intermediate grades indicate that very little change in the high 
school attendance may be anticipated for several years. 

We again experienced several changes in the high school faculty. 
We lost the valued services of the Misses Kathleen Burns, Margaret 
Donovan, and Mary Sullivan. Miss Burns, who taught junior and 
senior English, resigned to take a position in the English department 
of Worcester North High School. This position in our English 
department was filled by the advancement of Mr. Joseph Kenneally, 
former teacher of grades four, five and six in West Millbury. We 
welcome Mr. Kennneally, who is a graduate of Holy Cross College, 
to our faculty. Miss Donovan, formerly of our commercial and 
English departments and for the past year and one-half director 
of guidance, resigned to take a position in the department of 
psychology at Saint Joseph College in Connecticut. It is to be hoped 
that a replacement will be found in the near future to carry on 
the important position left vacant by the resignation of Miss Dono- 
van. Miss Sullivan, supervisor of physical education for girls and 
coach of girls’ athletics, resigned to take a position in the department 
of physical education at Framingham High School. We welcome to 
our faculty Miss Eleanor McNamara, a graduate of Bouve-Boston 
School, who was appointed to fill the position left vacant by the 
resignation of Miss Sullivan. 

The prizes annually awarded to the members of the senior class 
were presented to the following students: Miss Leone Budreau, the 
Washington-Lafayette Medal for the highest average in American 
History; Miss Gloria Goulet, the Citizenship Award given by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution; John Hayes, the Millbury 
Woman’s Club Scholarship award of one hundred dollars; Miss 
Leone Budreau, the Becker Junior College Scholarship Key for 
proficiency in commercial subjects; John Hayes, the Rensselaer 
Award for proficiency in mathematics and the sciences and Miss 
Margaret Norton the Millbury High School Athletic Award. 

Honor and scholastic recognition was brought to the Millbury 
High School by the performance of our students in the “Worcester 
Service Clubs’ Essay Contest,” in particular, by the essays of Miss 
Maxine Reade (winner of the contest) and of Miss Nancy Carlson 
(second prize winner). In evidence of the aforesaid honor I would 
like to quote excerpts from letters written me by Mr. John Pierpont, 
Executive Director, Committee on Business Information, Chamber 
of Commerce, Worcester; and by Mr. Warren G. Harris, Governor’s 
Councillor, who in the absence of Governor Bradford, made the 
presentations. 

“As you probably have been told, of the nine essays submitted 
from Millbury High School, six were chosen by the judges as 
qualifying for the final ten from which the three grand prize 
winners were selected. It is a record that no other school came any- 
where near approaching.”—John Pierpont. 
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“It was my real pleasure to award the first prize to Miss Maxine 
Reade and the second prize to Miss Nancy Carlson, both of the 
Millbury High School. 

“Considering the intense competition that these two pupils of 
the Millbury High School had in this Essay Contest, I believe that 
not only should these two pupils be commended for their excellence, 
but that the faculty of the Millbury High School should be given 
eredit for this outstanding accomplishment.”—Warren G. Harris. 

Millbury High School has again been approved in Class “A” by 
the Supervisor of Secondary Education, Mr. A. Russell Mack. 

The French, Biology and Science Clubs, under the able guidance 
of Miss Helen Brown, Mr. Richard Kenary, and Mr. Thomas McGinn 
respectively, all completed a successful year. Junior Red Cross, under 
the careful guidance of Mrs. Harris Rice and Miss Margaret Dono- 
van, carried on its usual fine work. The Reflector and Reflectorette, 
under the fine supervision of Miss Margaret Marlborough and Miss 
Kathleen Burns respectively, continued to be published with the 
same high standards of production of previous years. 

Our athletic teams, both boys and girls, under the inspirational 
coaching of Mr. Martin Roach and Miss Mary Sullivan respectively, 
enjoyed successful seasons. In particular would I like to pay tribute 
to the high school football team of 1947, which at the writing of 
this report has just finished an undefeated season and became co- 
champions with Uxbridge in the Blackstone Valley High School 
Football League. Not alone are we proud of their victories but 
of the fine examples of sportsmanship they exemplified throughout 
the season. To Mr. Roach and his two assistants, Mr. Michael 
Trychon and Mr. James O’Leary, our congratulations for a job 
well done. 

May I, as principal of Millbury High School, thank the parents 
of our students for their cooperation which enabled us to a better 
than 96 per cent attendance record for the past year. 


REPORT OF MISS ELEANOR McNAMARA, 
SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


The feeling that physical education is not as necessary for country 
children as for city children is fairly common. It is based on the 
argument that country children get enough exercise in the walks 
to school and their chores at home. To a certain extent this may be 
true, though it is equally true that in the past years bus transporta- 
tion has done much to weaken the argument. But even if it were 
true, there still remains the fact that exercise is only one of the 
objectives of physical education, and that others are equally im- 
portant. 

The most effective program of physical education should be that 
of the elementary school, since it not only deals with children at 
the most plastic age, but it reaches the greatest number ever to be 
reached. 

Visiting six grammar schools, I am much concerned with giving 
the children opportunity to develop the ability to play in groups; 
to develop certain fundamental skills; still concerned that their 
posture be at its best; and to see that they learn to follow as well 
as to lead in play and in work. 

Children do not just “pick up” the ability to walk, run, jump, 
throw, climb, push and pull objects, effectively and with grace and 
ease. These abilities must be worked into their minds and into 
their muscles. Every child is tested on all these fundamental 
abilities. The proper technique for these activities make interesting 
class work for all ages. 
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In the grammar schools the primary interest is body building, 
and the secondary interest group games and rhythmic activity. 

Upon entering junior high school, the girls have one forty minute 
gym period each week. They are taught the fundamentals of 
posture work, dancing, sports—basketball and hockey—and in addi- 
tion, take part in interclass games. While in the high school, the 
fundamentals of recreational skills have already been laid at an 
earlier age, it is now that they practice at these various skills. 

To summarize the work in the high school, the trend of program 
content of physical education is marching, corrective gymnastics, 
sports, relays, rhythmic work in tap, social and folk dancing. There 
are also intramural and interschool games in field hockey and 
basketball. 


REPORT OF MISS ROSE M. MASSEI, 
SUPERVISOR OF HOME ECONOMICS 


When the girls enter the junior high school, it is deemed advis- 
able for them to take sewing along with their other subjects. This 
gives them a practical knowledge of how to take care of their own 
clothes and at the same time it provides a pleasant interlude from 
their regular classes. In the seventh grade they are taught the 
basic stitches which they immediately apply to articles they make 
for school such as sewing bag, pin cushion and needlecase. These 
articles all can be made from one yard of material supplied by the 
pupils at the beginning of the year. Toward the end of the year, 
work on the sewing machine is begun. The various parts of the 
machine are studied together with how to operate and how to care 
for them. 

This machine study, with a review of all previous work, is con- 
tinued in the eighth grade. Here all sewing is done by machine. 
A lingerie set and a simple cotton dress is made with the help of 
patterns. This brings in the study of commercial patterns and how 
to alter them for individual use. The amount of material used is 
kept down to a minimum and economy in cutting and decorating 
is stressed. 

Advanced sewing is taught in the high school. This means more 
intricate patterns are used, fine points of tailoring and fitting are 
learned and the use of materials other than cotton is encouraged. 
Credit being allowed for high school sewing, all classes missed must 
be made up and extra time outside of class is required. 


REPORT OF MR. WILMAR H. ELA, 
SUPERVISOR OF INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


Industrial Arts as taught in the Millbury schools consists of 
Mechanical Drawing and Woodworking in the high school and 
Woodworking and Home Mechanics in the junior high school. 

The Mechanical Drawing course presented to high school students 
involves problems in freehand sketching, isometric or picture draw- 
ing, oblique or cabinet drawing, othographic or three-view or work- 
ing drawing, blueprint reading, blueprint making, tracing, inking, 
and also problems in development, sections, gears and scale drawing. 

The woodworking course presented to high school students teaches 
the use of hand and machine tools through the manufacture of 
practical projects. Lamps, bookcases, bedside tables, end tabies, 
frames, magazine racks, ash tray stands, toys and small furniiure 
are a partial list of projects made by the high school boys this 
past year. 
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Some of the machine tools used are scroll saw, lathe, drill press, 
band saw, circular saws, jointer, and sander. 

Junior high school boys are taught the use and care of hand tools 
and of the simpler machine tools by the construction of projects 
which can be used about the house. 

Home Mechanics presented to junior high school boys includes 
home repairs such as bell wiring, window glazing, replacement of 
electric fuses, faucet washers, furniture repair and refinishing, 
and electric wiring of lamps and cords. 


REPORT OF MISS KATHERINE M. BOWE, 
SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


An understanding and appreciation of good music is gradually 
instilled in the children of the schools from the first grade, where 
rote, motion and rhythm songs are used, through the elementary, 
junior high and high school, by the reading of syllables, knowledge 
of key signatures and intelligent execution of two or three part 
harmonies. 

It is regrettable that at the present time the junior high school 
boys and girls have music only one forty minute period a week. 

The Freshmen attend a choral class on Wednesdays for one 
period during the first semester at which time harmony, in all its 
phases, is discussed and three and four part music of a more ad- 
vanced grade is studied. The Seniors have music during the second 
semester. This class is a general review and preparation for gradua- 
tion. 

The Glee Club, consisting of about seventy-five girls, rehearses one 
period each week. These girls work diligently on more formal types 
of music and each year bring credit to themselves for their singing 
at graduation. 


REPORT OF MISS FLORENCE M. SCARPACI, 
SUPERVISOR OF ART 


The basic curriculum elements of the art course of study include 
first, an introduction to the principles of art and color harmony 
and experiences wherein these principles are applied, and second, 
problems and projects which are creative expression in drawing, 
painting, modeling, and craftwork. These basic curriculum elements 
remain the same, though we choose different types of experiences 
and projects for different groups so as to provide for pupils’ needs 
in the different schools and grades. 

Little children in the primary grades need experience with many 
materials. They need to become familiar with the properties and 
possibilities of certain materials, such as crayons, clay, scissors, 
sand, and cardboard. They should have plenty of opportunity for 
experimental contact with these materials. Not until after they 
have satisfied their desire to play with these materials, scribble with 
crayons, cut aimlessly with scissors, are they ready to express 
their own ideas in concrete form. This need should be satisfied in 
the first few weeks of school. This year the first grade pupils are 
enjoying the large no-roll crayons, thus aiding in acyuiring motor 
control and motor skills. 

By the time the pupils reach the second and third grade they are 
more anxious to improve their work. Consequently, they accept with 
interest a few short practice periods on the forms which they wish 
to draw better. 

Beginning approximately in the fourth grade, children’s interests

and capacities for art and constructive work show marked changes. 
There is considerable interest in making and decorating articles 
which have a practical appeal to children. The older children are 
still interested in telling a story with crayon, but they are also in- 
tensely interested in designing and marking things. . 

In January, water color was introduced to the sixth grades as an 
added media. 

At the junior high school level there are again definitely marked 
changes in the art interests of most pupils. They like to discover 
how the composition of a picture is organized in terms of line, dark 
and light masses, and color harmony. There is more interest in 
craft work than in illustrative work at this level. They like to make 
articles which to them are of practical value. For Christmas the 
junior high school are designing and painting wall plaques under 
the capable supervision of Miss Leary. 

The pupils in the senior high school are approaching maturity 
and naturally their art interests reflect this stage of development. 
The time in the high school is very limited. However, we have 
completed our flower project which included arrangement, the 
principles of harmony of line, tone, and color. We are now working 
on our new problems which include charcoal, block printing, clay 
modeling, Christmas cards, and working with pastels. 

Margaret Wiback, a Junior, made worthy and happy use of her 
leisure time by entering an artistic soap contest—as a result made 
herself twenty dollars richer by winning first prize. 


REPORT OF DR. ARTHUR A. BROWN, 
SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


Since the opening of schools in September, all the schcol buildings 
have been inspected and were found in a satisfactory condition. 

The pupils in the grade and high schools have been examined, 
and marked improvement was noticed in care of carious teeth and 
throat conditions. 

A special examination was given to high school boys and girls 
who engage in athletics. 

In June, clinics for the examination of children of pre-school age 
were held in four localities. These clinics offer the parents an 
opportunity to have any defect found corrected before the children 
enter school. 

First aid was rendered to a number of children with minor lacera- 
tions, abrasions and contusions during the school year. 


REPORT OF MISS MAY A. STAFFORD, R. N., 
SCHOOL NURSE 


Our school health program continued throughout the year 1947 
with definite objectives and aims—first, to discover and secure the 
correction of remedial physical defects, and second, to keep our 
children well and happy. | 

Physical examinations were completed through the twelfth grade 
and the parents have been notified of the defects found. Home 
visits will be made to explain how we can be of help to correct 
these defects. 

The following defects were found: 

Carious teeth 420 
Hyperthrophied tonsils 88 
Enlarged glands 12 
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Major heart defects 4 

Minor heart defects 54 

Posture 10 

Arch trouble 192 
CLINICS 


CHEST X-RAY 

The chest X-ray clinic was held April 28 at the high school and 
was limited to the pupils in the Sophomore class. All members 
took advantage of this offer and seventy-two were X-rayed. No sign 
of tuberculosis in any form was found in this group. Christmas 
seals and pins that were sold here paid for this work. 
PRE-SCHOOL 

In May and June eighty-nine children were examined at the pre- 
school clinics held at four schools. These clinics are of great 
importance. The parents, in most cases, are present when the 
defects are found and realize the necessity of having them corrected 
as soon as possible. 
DENTAL 

Twenty-three clinics were held at the office of Dr. M. M. Henne- 
bery and the following work was completed: 


Permanent fillings 253 
Temporary fillings 3 
Extractions (permanent) 8 
Extractions (temporary) 39 
Prophylaxis 34 
Treatments 10 
Examinations 175 


The need for dental work throughout the schools is great. With 
family finanees lower than they have been for a few years, a greater 
demand has been made to attend these clinics. During the year 
each grade tried for 100 per cent perfect teeth by June. Each teacher 
used every effort to gain this goal, but only two grades reached 100 
per cent—Miss Rosilda Lindsay’s first grade and Miss Goldie Snow’s 
second grade. However, many grades reached 50 and 75 per cent. 
We hope parents will become more dental conscious, and help to have 
more grades reach the 100 per cent goal. 


VISION 

The eye examinations are nearly finished and parents have been 
notified of defective vision. The eyeglass fund has proved to be a 
source of comfort to those with limited means as it has enabled them 
to get the best examination and glasses. 

I feel we should have more money next year to be able to meet the 
need for help when these tests are finished. Although we have a 
lighted chart, a much better test can be made with the approved 
vision test that the State Department of Health advises us to use. 
I hope we will be able to have the standard equipment. 


HEARING 

Every two years the State Department loans us the audiometer 
to test hearing. This method is the only way a satisfactory test 
can be made. With only three of the smaller schools completed, we 
have found several children who have never been suspected of having 
any degree of deafness, to have considerable loss of hearing in one 
ear. Early treatment may help such cases. We do need an audio- 
meter of our own as it will add greatly to the effectiveness of our 
health program. 
HANDICAPPED CHILDREN 

A State register of all handicapped children is maintained. We 
are anxious to list all of these children so that they can receive any 
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help offered by this clinic. Our census shows that all such children 
are adequately cared for. This part of the health program requires 
many home visits to get histories and to arrange for treatment at 
the clinic. Sixteen children with speech defects are attending the 
speech clinic in Worcester. Several have improved enough to be 
discharged; others do not have to attend as often as before. We 
have a waiting list for those children whose parents realize what 
harm a speech defect can have. 


CAMP 

Through the sale of seals and pins, four girls were carefully 
selected, taken to West Boylston and X-rayed, and sent to Sterling 
Health Camp for the summer. 

Weighing and measuring of all pupils has been completed. We 
have found that there are no cases of malnutrition. Cases of im- 
petigo, a few cases of scabies and pediculosis were cleaned up quickly, 
and a definite improvement as to personal cleanliness in all of the 
schools has been noticed. Whooping cough at the Providence Street 
School and chicken-pox at the Burbank School has seriously impaired 
the attendance in both these buildings. Only scattered cases of 
these two diseases have been found at the other schools. 

The routine work of home and classroom visits, personal inter- 
views, inspection for cleanliness, arranging ways and means for 
the correction of defects, first aid, and taking children home who 
have been taken sick in school, or were sent to school sick, has been 
carried on as in the past. We do urge parents to keep their children 
home if they are sick, and to be more prompt in reporting contagious 
diseases when there is no doctor attending. 

Alertness on the part of the teachers has sent a child in the first 
stages of various diseases to the nurse or doctor and prevented 
serious outbreaks.
